The  business  of  the  year  again  shows  a  large  increase 
of  tonnage  over  previous  year — 19-Wr  per  cent. ;  the 
receipts  for  the  same  period  showing  an  increase  of 
per  cent.;  the  increase  in  expenses  being 
per  cent. 

The  results  of  the  year’s  business  we  feel  to  be  quite 
encouraging.  Besides  continuing  the  repairs  and  renewals 
necessary  to  gradually  bring  the  road  up  to  the  highest 
standard  of  economical  working, — thereby  increasing  the 
percentage  of  working  expenses  to  68^^  per  cent,  of  the  <» 
receipts, — we  have  been  able  to  divide  to  the  preferred 
stockholders  seven  per  cent,  on  the  preferred  stock  out¬ 
standing. 

During  the  past  year,  14^  miles  of  the  road  have 
been  thoroughly  ballasted  with  refuse  coal  and  rock, 
which,  however,  has  not  been  charged  to  working  ex¬ 
penses,  as  it  is  strictly  new  work,  and  chargeable  to  con¬ 
struction  account. 

The  beneficial  results  growing  out  of  the  increased 
equipment  provided  during  the  previous  year,  and  the 
growing  demand  for  cars  which  our  connecting  roads 
failed  to  supply,  induced  your  management  to  construct 
an  additional  one  hundred  cars,  on  the  plan  proposed  by 
our  Superintendent,  and  which  had  proven  so  satisfactory, 
carrying  the  same  amount  of  tonnage,  and  enabling  our 
engines  to  haul  twenty  per  cent,  more  paying  weight 
up  our  grades  than  formerly. 
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Tlie  demands  for  the  fast  freight  were  found  to  be  so 
destructive  of  our  motive  power, — our  equipment  con¬ 
sisting  principally  of  ten-wheeled  locomotive  engines 
constructed  for  moderate  speed, — that  it  was  concluded 
to  order  of  M.  Baird  &  Co.  an  engine  of  same  weight, 
with  eight  wheels  of  a  specified  plan,  to  supply  the 
demands  of  the  trade,  which  has  admirably  accomplished 
all  that  was  expected  of  it,  doing  the  same  amount  of 
work  at  less  expense. 

A  chattel  loan  of  seventy-five  thousand  three  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  was  disposed  of  at  par,  upon  the  same 
terms  as  the  previous  one;  and  we  have  no  doubt  the 
coming  year  will  demonstrate  an  increase  of  net  receipts 
therefrom. 

The  situation  of  your  road  in  reference  to  the  anthra¬ 
cite  coal-basins,  particularly  the  Lehigh  coal-fields,  for 
Western  and  South-western  trade, — branches  of  a  few 
miles  in  length,  with  light  grades  in  favor  of  the  trade, 
being  all  that  was  required  to  reach  them, — induced  your 
Board  of  Directors,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature, 
to  apply  for  additional  branching  privilege,  which  was 
granted  in  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  Cata- 
wissa  Railroad  Company  to  construct  branches  of  railroad 
from  their  main  line,”  which  was  accepted  by  your  Board 
of  Managers ;  and  by  their  authority  surveys  have  been 
made,  one  leading  from  a  point  at  or  near  Shuman’s 
station,  on  the  line  of  our  road,  to  what  is  termed  the 
Black  creek  basin.  This  branch,  of  seven  or  eight  miles 
in  length,  with  almost  level  grades,  except  two  miles  of 
thirty-three  feet  in  favor  of  the  trade,  would  place  that 
coal  within  easy  reach  of  the  Danville  furnaces,  the  fur¬ 
naces  on  the  Susquehanna,  and  the  Western  trade  at 
Erie. 

The  completion  of  the  Nesquehoning  Railroad,  now 
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rapidly  approaching,  will  furnish  another  source  from 
which  Lehigh  coal  may  he  obtained  for  the  same  points,  as 
well  as  establish  favorable  connections  for  other  interests. 

The  long-promised  development  of  your  coal  property 
by  the  lessees,  and  their  failure  to  produce  results  in 
accordance  therewith,  coupled  with  the  frequent  expres¬ 
sion  of  dissatisfaction  as  to  the  manner  of  conducting  the 
mining  operations,  determined  your  management  to  have 
the  subject  investigated,  by  employing  a  mining  engi¬ 
neer  of  experience  and  known  ability  to  make  a  survey 
of  the  operations  and  workings  of  the  mines,  and  upon  its 
results  to  base  their  course  of  action.  The  result  of  that 
investigation  has  proven  that,  although  the  lessees  have 
expended  large  amounts  of  money,  and  from  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  tract  taken  considerable  coal,  the  mining  operations 
in  progress  for  the  development  of  our  tract  were  too 
indefinite  in  character  to  warrant  any  speedy  results 
in  our  favor.  Proper  steps  were  accordingly  taken  to 
this  end;  and  I  have  now  to  report  that  for  the  pres¬ 
ent  the  developments  upon  the  estate  are  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  under  the  advice  of  two  competent  engineers 
satisfactory  to  this  Company.  Explorations  will  be  made 
to  ascertain  the  true  location  of  the  veins,  and  the 
developments  pushed  forward  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
make  this  property  a  source  of  revenue  if  possible. 

For  more  detailed  information  of  the  operations  of  the 
road,  you  are  referred  to  the  accompanying  reports  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Treasurer.

REPORT 


OF  THE

General  Manager  for  Lessees  of  Cataivissa  Railroad, 

Sir  : — The  report  of  the  condition  and  doings  of  the 
Catawissa  Railroad  for  the  year  18G9  is  respectfully  sub¬ 
mitted  as  follows : —

Expenses,  ........  426,348  18 

Compared  with  business  of  1S6S,  the  increase  of 
receipts  is  1 1  p’y ^  per  cent.,  and  the  increase  of  expenses 
is  5^o9o6o  per  cent. 

Under  your  instructions,  about  fifteen  miles  of  the 
track  between  Catawissa  and  Milton  were  thoroughly 
ballasted  with  refuse  coal  and  rock  hauled  from  your 
mines! 

There  were  put  in  the  track  during  the  year,  fifty  tons 
of  new  iron,  and  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six  and  one- 
half  tons  of  re-rolled  iron,  forty-one  tons  of  fish-plates 
and  bolts,  twenty-five  tons  of  spikes,  and  twenty-seven 
thousand  ties. 

Owing  to  the  improved  condition  of  the  track,  the  num- 
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ber  of  broken  rails  is  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  former 
years;  but  some  rails,  purchased  in  1867  and  1868,  were 
of  such  inferior  material  that  they  were  unequal  to  the 
traffic,  and  hence  heavy  renewals  for  the  year  were  neces¬ 
sary  to  replace  laminated  and  worn-out  rails.  IVe  are 
now  procuring  iron  rails  which  seem  equal  to  the  best  ever 
manufactured  in  this  country  ;  but  I  would  respectfully 
urge  the  economical  importance  of  using  steel  rails 
exclusively  as  soon  as  practicable. 

As  we  have  discarded  the  use  of  chairs,  and  have 
adopted  the  improved  fish-joint,  an  unusual  amount  of 
expense  will  be  incurred  when  renewing  rails  in  future, 
until  the  whole  track  is  supplied  with  that  joint,  after 
which  there  will  be  little  outlay  in  that  respect. 

The  entire  length  of  right  of  way  has  been  cleared  of 
all  brush  and  overgrowth,  and  the  ditches  have  been 
thoroughly  opened, — the  result  of  which  is  a  much  dryer 
and  firmer  road-bed. 

The  bridges  are  in  a  very  superior  condition — covered 
with  lime  and  other  preservatives, — the  rail-joints  work¬ 
ing  on  iron  chafing-plates,  and  the  rails  secured  by  screw- 
spikes. 

On  February  12th,  by  the  act  of  an  incendiary,  your 
freight-house  and  engine-house  at  Williamsport  were 
burned.  The  buildings  were  wooden  shells  of  a  very 
slight  character.  Due  efforts  were  made  to  secure  the 
offender,  but  without  success. 

A  new  and  very  substantial  brick  building  was  erected 
and  put  in  use  August  1st,  combining  an  engine-house, 
freight  warehouse,  and  office  for  agent.  It  is  supplied 
with  cranes  and  conveniences  for  handling  and  weighing 
freight,  and  is  more  accessible  to  the  public  than  the  old 
one. 

Pumping  water  for  the  use  of  your  engines  and  shops 
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at  Catawissa  was  very  expensive  and  vexations.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  the  erection  of  your  shops  at  that  point,  the  right 
of  way  to,  and  the  use  of,  a  considerable  stream  of  water 
near  there  were  secured.  In  November,  a  double  line  of 
wrought-iron  pipes,  fourteen  hundred  feet  long,  was  laid 
to  connect  the  shops  with  that  stream,  at  an  elevation 
sufficient  to  furnish  an  abundant  supply  of  water  at  all 
times  by  gravitation.  The  reduction  of  expense  is  con¬ 
siderable,  and  the  working  result  most  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  engine  No.  16  was  altered  and  arranged 
for  the  use  of  anthracite  coal,  and  furnished  with  a  steel 
fire-box.  The  fire-boxes  of  three  other  engines  were  also 
lined  with  steel.  All  your  engines  are  now  furnished 
with  steel  tyres. 

From  experience,  it  was  found  that  fast  freight  runs 
caused  great  outlay  in  repairs  to  the  low-wheel  engines 
having  six  drivers,  besides  an  undue  consumption  of 
fuel  as  per  miles  run  and  tons  hauled.  In  October, 
we  put  in  fast  freight  use  a  new  engine  having  four 
drivers,  five  feet  in  diameter,  built  after  our  own 
specifications  by  Messrs.  Baird  &  Co.  It  is  believed 
she  will  do  the  work  designed  for,  at  least  twenty  per 
cent,  cheaper  than  the  low-wheeled  engines  designed 
exclusively  for  slow  work.  She  is  furnished  with  steel 
tyres  and  steel  fire-box,  and  every  part  of  her  is  of  best 
material  and  workmanship.  Though  built  for  us  as  an 
experiment,  the  result  so  far  is  of  the  most  gratifying 
character. 

In  September,  we  put  in  our  shops  at  Catawissa  one  of 
Messrs.  Bement  &  Dougherty’s  double-headed  wheel- 
lathes,  with  all  the  latest  improvements  and  attachments. 
As  an  evidence  of  its  work,  and  of  the  quality  of  the 
material  we  use,  we  can  show  a  steel  shaving  seventy- 
eight  feet  long,  taken  by  that  lathe  off  one  of  our  tyres. 
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During  the  year,  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the 
holsters  and  working  parts  of  the  gondola  cars  which  were 
put  on  the  road  in  1863.  Their  numbers  are  complete, 
and  every  one  is  in  running  order.  Every  freight  car 
you  own  is  in  running  order,  and  is  in  service  either  in 
traffic  or  construction  trains. 

Though  not  done  out  of  the  earnings,  it  may  not  he 
out  of  place — as  one  of  the  doings  of  the  year — to  report 
that  one  hundred  new  gondolas  were  built  at  your  shops 
by  your  employees,  and  put  into  your  traffic  between  June 
1st  and  September  1st. 

Results  fully  justify  the  wisdom  of  furnishing  ample 
supply  of  cars.  The  command  of  traffic  and  the  ability 
to  handle  it  when  offered,  by  means  of  a  full  supply  of 
cars,  are  not  easily  overestimated. 

I  t  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  energy, 
ability  and  zeal  manifested  by  all  the  assistants,  officers- 
and  employees  in  your  service  on  the  line.
